Summary of reasons 
for classification: 

The magazine entitled The Picture #1040 is classified as: 

Objectionable except if the availability of the publication is restricted to persons who have 
attained the age of 18 years. 

The availability of the magazine needs to be restricted to adults because of its sexual 
content. The magazine contains sexualised images of naked women and sexually explicit 
stories. Children and young persons do not necessarily have the maturity or experience to 
deal with explicit sexual material intended for an adult audience. This type of material may 
confuse and disturb children, and may have a negative effect upon young people who are 
in the process of forming sexual attitudes and behaviours by providing such a degree of 
information on adult sexual activity before they are adults themselves. 
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The Office of Film and Literature Classification has considered the effects of the Bill of 
Rights on the application of the classification criteria. A restriction to adults reflects the 
concerns of a free and democratic society to limit the availability of publications that deal 
with sex in a manner that is likely to be injurious to children and young people. This is a 
reasonable and justified limitation to freedom of expression. 
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
